2,000 young people battled police 
wilb riK'ks, bottles and baseball 
bats in anger at tbe interruption 
of a free rock music concert

Mobs overturned automobiles, 
set 
them ablaze and later 
streamed out of Grant Park into 
the downtown district, smashing 
windows and looting 
Three youths were shot and 63 
other persons were injured, m- 
cluding 24 policemen One po­ 
liceman was stabbed and anoth­ 
er beaten seriously 
There were 148 arrests 
Outnumbered police and the 
rampaging youths battled back 
and forth over an athletic field 
for more than three hours in 90- 
degree late afternoon heat 
Tear gas failed to disperse the 
crowd. One group of youths 
tried to calm others, but to no 
avail One squad car was over­ 
turned and two other cars 
burned. One of those on fire ex­ 
ploded, filling the air with black 
smoke. Rioters also set trash 
fires.

Rep ublican National Chair­ 
man Rogers C. B. Morton made 
the charge Monday as the Sen­ 
ate p rep ared to consider a $4.4 
billion education ap p rop riation 
bill which ex ceeds the Nix on ad­ 
ministration budget by $453 mil­ 
lion. 


NEW YORK (AP) - One de­ 
scribes torture, another death, 
while a third sp eaks of revolu­ 
tion 
These were the tap ed 
voices of Soviet p olitical dissi­ 
dents heard Monday . 
The tap es were brought to the 
United States by recently ex ­ 
p elled CBS corresp ondent Wil­ 
liam Cole for radio broadcast 
this week Monday through Fri­ 
day and telecast today at 10 
p .m. EDT. 
On one tap e, Vladimir Bu­ 
kovsky . 27, an intellectual who 
sp ent six y ears in camp s, p ris­ 
ons and insane asy lums, de­ 
scribes a torture in which a p er­ 
son is rolled head to foot in wet 
canvas: 
“As the canvas began to dry 
out, it would get tighter and 
tighter and make the p atient feel 
even worse. There were medical 
men p resent while it was taking 
p lace who made sure that the 
p atient did not lose conscious­ 
ness." 
He said commitments to asy ­ 
lums are frequently made to 
isolate dissidents. 
On another tap e, smuggled 
from the concentration camp 
where he is held, writer Alex an­ 
der Ginsburg charged that 16 
p olitical p risoners recently p er­ 
ished for lack of medical care. 
He said there was only one 
doctor in his camp and that “ev­ 
ery one goes in danger of his 
life." 
Andre Amalrik, in a message 
tap ed just before his arrest by 
the KGB—State Security Com­ 
mittee—sp oke of revolution in 
the Soviet Union. 
“ What may lead to a revolu­ 
tion is the utter lack of good 
sense in the up p er class, which 
is alway s try ing to avoid any 
change, ” said the author of 
“Can the USSR Survive Until 
1984 


Democrats, however, insisted 
Congress has trimmed more 
than $8.3 billion from adminis­ 
tration budgets since President 
Nix on took office. 


Sen. Mike Mansfield, D-Mont., 
the majority leader, said the 
record of budget reductions is 
not a p arty matter. He said 
Democrats 
and 
Rep ublicans 
have shap ed it together. 


But Morton, a member of the 
House, charged that Democrats 
have ignored the delicate state 
of the economy , “ignored all the 
rational warning signals, and 
are off on an old-fashioned 
Democrat sp ending sp ree. 


“Their motive is still the 
same," he said in a GOP news­ 
letter, “to sp end money where it 
might buy the most votes to 
keep them in control of Con­ 
gress."

Leader 
Hugh Scott said if the govern­ 
ment runs up a heavy budget 
deficit this y ear, the administra­ 
tion may have to p rop ose tax in­ 
creases nex t y ear to p ay the 
bill.

He 
said Democrats can p rove that 
the congressional record is one

Polluted 'Dead Sea' Spreading 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Gar­ 
bage dumped into ocean waters 
off New York City threatens to 
create an “ environmental Pearl 
Harbor, " Rep. Richard L. Ottin- 
ger told Congress today. 
New scientific data show that 
a 21-mile-square patch of pollut­ 
ed water—dubbed the “ Dead 
Sea" because of damage to ma­ 
rine life—is spreading toward 
New York and New Jersey 
shores at the rate of a mile a 
year, Ottinger said in remarks 
for the House fisheries and wild­ 
life subcommittee. 
Ottinger. New York's Demo­ 
cratic candidate for the Senate, 
said the northern edge of the 
polluted area now extends to 
within 10 miles of New York 
City beaches 
Witnesses for the Interior De­ 
partment urged the subcommit­ 
tee Monday to defer action on a 
bill to restrict oc'ean dumping 
until a study on the problem 
reaches President Nixon’s desk 


Subcommittee Chairman John 
D. Dingell, D-Mich., accused the 
administration of foot-dragging 
and promised quick approval of 
the bill 
Ottinger urged that Congress 
act to halt dumping in all coast­ 
al waters of the United States. 
“ The immediate crisis is local 
but the problem is national, and 
even perhaps international in 
scope, ” he said. 
Ottinger said the U S Army 
Corps of Engineers now allows 
dumping of sewage, sludge, 
dredge soil and industrial waste 
in 210 coastal areas—61 off the 
East Coast. 26 in the Gulf of 
Mexico, 17 off the West ( ’oast 
and 95 in the Great Lakes 
Meanwhile, 
an Agriculture 
Department 
study 
released 
Monday showed traces of DDT 
and related pesticides around 
manufacturing plants and in 
drainage systems in one of the 
nation's most heavily populated 
areas 


The survey was made last 
January in the Delaware River 
basin areas of New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania and Delaware. 
The Philadelphia area was the 
only one where pesticides were 
deemed potential polluters, the 
department said.

ou t adv ertisements in v iolation of another 
federal law. A confidential ru ling by the Post 
Office say s the mailing “clearly v iolates the 
prov isions of the postal lottery law. We are

Inspectcx ’ fix ' appr(^riate attention. ” 
FAIR is based in N(Mrth Holly wood, Calif., a long 
way from Ty dings' home state of Mary land. The 
drawing was held at the C\ilv er City , Calif., Gu n 
Show, a two-day ev ent which had the blessing of 
Gov .

Weatherby made no bones abou t his 
dislike for the Mary iand Senator. 
Frank Pachmay r, owner of the Pachmay r Gu n 
Shops, gav e a $M cu stom pistol case and scx ne 
recoil pads. He conceded after mu ch hedging that 
he knew the raffle was to fight members of 
Congress “who are try ing to pu t bad laws 
throu gh. ” One of them, he acknowledged was 
Ty dings 
At least two listed donors, Winchester and 
Rmington, denied making any donations — 
despite Barny ak’s insistence that he receiv ed rifles 
from both companies for the raffle. 
A life membership in the National Rifle 
Association was donated, according to Barny ak, by 
NRA clu bs and not by the national headqu arters.

Welfare, 
Urban Mess

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Americans hate to be called im m atu re—bu t they are. If 
y ou listen hard while y ou ’re in Eu rope, y ou ’ll realize it, 
ev en thou gh it isn’t easy to accept. 
I can say this withou t giv ing away any free points to the 
British, the Germans, the French, the Italians or any of 
their sm aller neighbors. After all it was they , not we, who 
stu mbled into two catastrophic world wars despite their 
ages and ages of political and diplomatic ex perience. 
Bu t ou r once-secu re phy sical isolation and ou r growing 
f 
iains kept u s apart from them u ntil, twice, we saw ou r 
ree friends going down and lu nged ov er the ocean to sav e 
them. 
The tpu ble with being y ou ng (and some of the wonder) 
is that it m akes y ou , as a nation or an indiv idu al, terribly 
impatient. By the time we had fou ght World War II, we 
had elev ated impatience to a high science. Now some of 
ou r y ou ng are v ery bu sy giv ing it a bad name. 
So here we are, a generation later, one of the two mili­ 
tary giants on earth and an economic colossu s that scares 
(or angers) practically ev ery body . The marv el is that 
people like the Japanese in Asia and the Germans in Eu ­ 
rope hav e the will to contest u s in the world m arket, bu t 
they do. 
We are so big in ou r influ ence that the Eu ropeans can’t 
help importing not only ou r goods bu t v irtu ally ev ery thing 
else we hav e and do—inclu ding ou r stu dent rev olts. 


Bu t for all their feeling of engu lfment, and it is most 
critical in the technological field, they hav e some things 
we hav en’t got, things that come from the wisdom of time. 


There is more-reasoned, sophisticated debate to be heard 
in Eu rope than in most U.S. u niv ersity complex es and in 
that enclav e of the self-congratu latory intellectu al elite. 
New York City . 


I rem em ber a conv ersation in a small Au strian town. 
Hardly any U.S. town of comparable size and remoteness 
is likely to nou rish talk of equ al sophistication. Most of 
ou r stu dent shou ts today sou nd like mewlings from the 
crib by comparison. 


More recently , I heard moderately well-edu cated West 
Germans ou t-argu e fairly ex perienced adu lt Americans by 
wide m argins. 
Ev en as they copy ou r afflu ence, fearing some of its 
effects all the while, the Eu ropeans most often still ou tdo 
u s in grace of liv ing and somehow m aintain a dogged 
stability rooted in the best of their history . 


They cling to the forms of strong religion ev en if the 
su bstance has diminished—and look longingly , bu t especial­ 
ly toward u s, for some new u plifting v ision. 
Becau se they adopted m ajor social legislation 30 to 50 
y ears earlier then we, they mostly hav e it working well 
(Germ any ’s health insu rance program is the world’s best). 
They are bu ilding afflu ence on this base. 


Retu rning to America, one can only gaze with heightened 
horror at the mess we seem to make of welfare, racial 
problems, u rban areas (slu ms are few in Eu rope and town- 
planning far adv anced). Eu rope’s su perhighway s are far 
better m arked than ou rs. 


This is the era of the dev eloping global economy , dom­ 
inated right now by u s. Ou r friends abroad recognize it 
and are getting in on it. If we can giv e them a bigger 
piece of the action, and of the technological mov es that 
u nderlie it, we may get the whole world onto a better 
u pward cou rse. 


Bigness like ou rs is alway s resented. Yet disappointment 
in u s is a better word for this moment in history . The 
tou gh-fibered in Eu rope, with all respect to ou r talents and 
energies, don’t see u s as hard workers. I think they are 
right. We talk a big game. We paint a lot of placards. Bu t 
we don’t pu t ou t when it comes to real, gru bby , u nglam- 
orou s work that spells genu ine adv ance and renewal. 


We hav e u sed impatience as a noble alibi long enou gh. 
And we hav e gone too long letting ou r “informed” y ou th 
prance in the robes ol idealism withou t getting down to 
cases. Eu rope, the whole world, waits for harder effort 
from Americans—and a new spirit dignify ing to men who 
h ate lost so mu ch in this centu ry of conflict.

Sou th didn’t spend all the 
time that we hav e been ex ­ 
plaining his t h o u g h t s .

Measles Immu n izatio n 
Is Recommended Step

Measles b a killer. Now that it b prev entable, it 
is more nearly correct to say that measles, plu s 
apathy , is a killer. Fou r y ears ago. thanks to the 
widespread u se of the new measles v accine, 
eradication of the disease seemed possible. Bu t in 
the early weeks of 1970 
a sharp increase in 
reported cases was observ ed. 
Too many people hav e forgotten how seriou s 
measles can be with its crippling complications, 
su ch as pneu monia, corneal u lcers, middle-ear 
infections and most damaging of all. encephalitis or 
brain fev er. It is estimated that eight million 
children 
now 
approaching 
school 
age 
are 
su sceptible to measles becau se they hav e not been 
immu nized. 
The best time to hav e y ou r child v accinated 
against measles is on his first birthday . Bu t no child 
shou ld be allowed to start his school life withou t 
thb protection, becau se contact with a large 
nu mber of other children is the su rest way to get 
the disease. 


Q — If it true that cats carry dbease? Which 
wou ld be better for a child — a cat or a dog? 
A - AU petf are potential carriers of dbease 
The best pet for a child is one that appeab to him 
and that he can be tau ght to take care of. If y ou are 
worried abou t it being a sou rce of dbease. hav e a 
v eterinarian 
ex amine the pet and 
giv e 
it 
appropriate inocu lations. 
Q— My to n had conv u bions for three day s after 
he was born. The doctor said they were cau sed by a 
calciu m deficiency and gav e him calciu m in his 
v eins, which cu red him. What is the name of thb 
disease? Is it likely that my nex t baby will hav e it? 
A — TUt to ao ds like tetany (not tetanu s), bu t it 
is u nu su al for it to be present at birth. It is not 
likely to occu r in any of y ou r fu tu re babies.

"I'm very fond of the chan­ 
cellor," said Bubb Monday, 
“ but I don't think he's a 
strong enough administrator. 
It's not so much what he has 
done but what he hasn't done. " 
Bubb made the comments 
after disclosing he introduced a 
motion to fire Chalmers at a 
special meeting of the Regents 
Sunday. 
Meanwhile, a Kansas spokes­ 
man for the National Associa­ 
tion for the Advancement for 
colored people cautioned that 
the firing or resignation of 
Chalmers could lead “ to the fi­ 
nal disintegration of the situa­ 
tion in Lawrence” 
The main university campus 
is in Lawrence, Kan. 
Dr. Charles R. Roquemore, 
state president of the NAACP. 
said “ It is unfortunate that pol­ 
itics is entering into the situa­ 
tion at Lawrence and at KU to 
the extent that it is ' 
He said Chalmers had a good 
. understanding of the situation 
and the plight of black people 
in general and that his removal 
would have an adverse effect. 
Roquemore said there is con­ 
tinuous tension in Lawrence 
and “ a complete mistrust by 
many blacks and whites of the 
local law enforcement agencies 
in Douglas County . . This is 
one of the main reasons the 
Justice 
Department 
should 
come in " 
He said Negroes in Lawrence 
were not arming themselves to 
fight whites. 
“ They are much more con­ 
cerned with defending them­ 
selves than going out and get­ 
ting white people," he said. 
“ I think the University of 
Kansas will become another 
Berkeley if we don't get a real 
strong 
administrator,” 
said 
Bubb, chairman of the board of 
Capitol Federal Savings and 
Loan Association and senior 
member of the board of re 
gents. 
“ We’ve got to see to it that 
the student who wants a good 
education won't be harassed 
and disturbed” 
The 63-year-old Bubb, a 1928 


alumnus of KU, said he be 
lieves Gov. Robert Docking 
agrees in what should be done 
at the university although “ we 
haven't sat down and talked 
about it. " 
Bubb is on a three-man sub­ 
committee that will go to Law­ 
rence to investigate allocation 
of student fees and hiring prac­ 
tices in administrative posi­ 
tions.

Butter Is Forsaken 
For Cheese, Desserts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Less 
of the nation's milk is being 
used for butter but more is 
going into the manufacture of 
cheese and frozen desserts such 
as ice cream and sherbets, says 
the Agriculture Department. 
In all, says a new report, half 
of the 116.2 billion pounds of 
milk produced by dairy farmers 
last year was used for manufac­ 
tured products, or about two per 
cent less than in 1968. 
Butter accounted for 23.7 bil­ 
lion pounds of whole milk, five 
per cent less than in 1968 and 
the second smallest amount 
since 1946. The creamery butter 
production of 1.12 billion pounds 
was one of the smallest in half a 
century. 
Minnesota maintained its top 
ranking as the leading butter 
producer for the 23rd conseu- 
tive year, followed by Wiscon­ 
sin, Iowa, California and New 
York. The five accounted for 65 
per cent of U.S. butter output 
last year. 


Total cheese production was 
almost 1.99 billion pounds, two 
per cent more than the previous 
record of 1968, the report said. 
Wisconsin produced 44 per cent 
of the total, followed by New 
York, Minnesota, Iowa and Mis­ 
souri. 
Cheese-making accounted for 
17.6 billion pounds of whole 
milk, one per cent more than in 
1968 
Frozen dairy products used 13 
billion pound^ of whole milk 
equivalent last year, slightly 
more than the previous high of 
1968. Ice cream production 
dropped one per cent from the 
1968 record, but milk used for 
ice milk and sherbet—22 bil­ 
lion pounds—was six per cent 
more.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla (AP) 
" Its first try at a submerged 
lauriching of the Poseidon mis­ 
sile foiled by an inquisitive So­ 
viet trawler, the U.S. Navy 
plans to carry out the test next 
week even if snoopy onlookers 
appear again. 
The milestone shot of the mul­ 
ti warhead Poseidon had be«n 
sc‘heduled Monday from the nu­ 
clear submarine James Madi­ 
son 
But It was postponed because 
a Soviet fishing vessel with elec­ 
tronic gear probed to within 200 
yards of the sub during a trial 
run last Fnday, according to a 
reliable informant 
The Navy announced Satur­ 
day the firing had been “ de­ 
ferred ” and that “ additional 
preflight tests will be conducted 
and the test rescheduled, proba­ 
bly next month ”

port ship, said, “ It came close, 
to within 200 yards Someone in 
the Pentagon became a little ap­ 
prehensive” 
He said there was nothing 
wrong with the missile or sup­

Defense Department officials 
dec lined to confirm or deny the 
report 
Sources said another attempt 
would be made to fire the mis­ 
sile next week even if the Soviet 
trawler is still in the area about 
30 miles east of Cape Kennedy
